Borrowers  under  this  Program.  Compliance  with  those  goals  shall  be  monitored  by  the 
Director  of  Business  and  Economic  Development  ((Chief  Administrative  Officer))  and  the 
Program  Administrator,  as  specified  in  Administrative  Code  Section  66A.27. 

Section  55.  Chapter  67  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  is  hereby 
amended*. by  amending  Section  67.4  thereof,  to  read  as  follows: 
SEC.  67.4.  PASSIVE  MEETINGS. 

(a)  Gatherings  as  defined  in  Subdivision  (5),  which  shall  be  known  as  "passive 
meetings,"  shall  be  accessible  to  individuals  uponlnquiry  and  to  the  extent  possible ' 
consistent  with  the  facilities  in  which  they  occur. 

(1)  Such  gatherings  need  not  be  formally  noticed,  although  the  time,  place  and 
nature  of  the  gathering  shall  be  disclosed  upon  inquiry  by  a  member  of  the  publ^,  and 
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any  agenda  actually  prepared  for  the  gathering  shall  be  accessible  to  such  inquirers  as  a 
public  record;  i 

(2)  Such  gatherings  need  not  be  conducted  in  any  particular  space  for  the 
accomrrjodation  of  spectators,  althougli  spectators  shall  be  pennitted  to  observe  on  a 
space-available  basis  consistent  with  legal  and  practical  restrictions  on  occupancy; 

(3)  Such  gatherings  of  a  business  nature  need  not  provide  opportunities  for 
comment  by  spectators,  although  the  person  presiding  may,  in  his  or  her  discretion, 
entertain  such  questions  or  comments  from  spectators  as  may  be  relevant  to  the 
business  of  the  gathering;  -  * 

(4)  Such  gatherings  of  a  social  or  ceremonial  nature  need  not  provide 
refreshments  to  spectators; 

(5)  Gatherings  subject  to  this  subsection  are  the  following:  advisory  committees 
created  in  writing  by  the  initiative  of  a  member  of  a  policy  body,  the  Mayor,  ((the  Chief 
Administrative  Officer))  or  a  department  head  and  social,  recreational  or  ceremonial 
occasions  sponsored  or  organized  by  or  for  a  policy  body  to  which  a  majority  of  the  body 
has  been  invited.  This  subsection  shall  not  apply  to  a  committee  which  consists  solely  of 
employees  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco; 

(6)  Gatherings  defined  in  Subdivision  (5)  may  hold  closed  sessions  under  any 
circumstances  allowed  by  this  Article  or  the  Ralph  M.  Brown  Act.

(b)  To  the  extent  not  inconsistent  with  state  or  federal  lav/,  a  policy  body  ^all 
include  in  any  contract  with  an  entity  that  owns,  operates  or  manages  any  property  in 
> 
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which  the  City  has  or  will  have  an  ownership  interest,  including  a  mortgage,  and  on  which 
the  entity  performs  a  government  function  related  to  the  furtherance  of  health,  safety  or 
welfare,  a  requirement  that  any  meeting  of  the  governing  board  of-the  entity  to  address 
any  matter  relating  to  the  property  or  its  government  related  activities  on  the  property,  be 
conducted  as  provided  in  Subdivision  (a)  of  this  section. 

Section  56.  Chapter  67  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  is  hereby - 
amended,  by  amending  Section  67.29  thereof,  to  read  as  follows: 
SEC.  67.29.  INDEX  TO  RECORDS.  ^  \  , 

Each  department  may  cooperate  with  any  voluntary  effort  by  an  interested  and 
competent  individual  or  organization  to  compile  a  master  index  to  the  types  of  records  it 
maintains,  including  those  it  creates  and  those  it  receives  in  the  ordinary  course  of 
business.  The  index  shall  be  for  the  use  of  City  officials,  staff  and  the  general  public,  and 
shall  be  organized  to  pennit  a  general  understanding  of  the  types  of  information 
maintained,  by  which  officials  and  departments,  for  which  purposes  and  for  what  periods 
of  retention,  and  under  what  manner  of  organization  for  accessing,  e.g.,  by  reference  to  a 
name,  a  date,  a  proceeding  or  project,  or  some  other  referencing  system.  The  index  need 
not  be  in  such  detail  as  to  identify  files  or  records  concerning  a  specific  person, 
transaction  or  other  event,  but  shall  clearly  indicate  where  and  how  records  of  that  type 
are  kept.  Any  such  master  index  shall  be  reviewed  by  appropriate  staff  for  accu^cy  and 
presented  for  formal  adoption  to  the  administrative  officia!  or  policy  body  responsible  for 
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the  indexed  records.  Any  changes  in  the  department's  practices  or  procedures  that  would 
affect  the  accuracy  of  the  index  shall  thereafter  be  reported  by  the  responsible  staff  to  the 
board,  commission,  ((Chief  Administrative  Officer))  or  elective  officer,  as  the  case  may  be,  i 
as  the  basis  for  a.  corresponding  revision  of  the  index.      '  .  - 

Section  57.  Chapter  67  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  is  hereby 
amended,  by  amending  Section  67.30  thereof,  to  read  as  follows: 
SEC.  67.30.  THE  SUNSHINE  ORDINANCE  TASK  FORCE. 

(a)  There  is  hereby  established  a  task  force  to  be  known  as  the  Sunshine 
Ordinance  Task  Force  consisting  of  eleven  voting  members  appointed  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors.  Two  members  shall  be  appointed  from  individuals  whose  names  have  been 
submitted  by  the  local  chapter  of  the  Society  of  Professional  Journalists,  one  of  whom 
shall  be  an  attorney  and  one  of  whom  shall  be  a  local  journalist.  One  member  shall  be 
appointed  from  the  press  or  electronic  media  who  has  an  interest  in  the  issues  of  citizen 
access  and  participation  in  local  government.  One  member  shall  be  appointed  from 
individuals  whose  names  have  been  submitted  by  the  local  chapter  of  the  League  of 
Women  Voters.  Five  members  shall  be  members  o'f  the  public  v;ho  have  demonstrated  \ 
interest  in  or  have  experience  in  the  issues  of  citizen  access  and  participation  in  local 
government.  Two  members  shall  be  members  of  the  public  experienced  in  consumer 
advocacy,.  At  all  times  the  task  force  shall  include  at  least  one  member  who  shall  le  a 
■member  of  the  public  who  is  disabled  and  vyho  has  demonstrated  interest  In  citizen 
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access  and  participation  in  local  government.  The  Mayor  ((Chief  Administrative  Officer)), 
or  his  or  her  designee,  and  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supen/isors  and  his  or  her  designee, 
shall  serve  as  nonvoting  members  of  the  task  force.  The  City  Attorney  shall  serve  as  legal 
advisor  to  the  task  force. 

(b)  The  term  of  each  appointive  member  shall  be  tv/o  years  unless  earlier  removed 
by  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  In  the  event  of  such  removal  or  in  the  event  a  vacancy 

otherwise  occurs  during  the  term  of  office  of  any  appointive  member,  a  successor  shall  be 

'J 

appointed  for  the  unexpired  term  of  the  office  vacated  in  a  manner  similar  to  that 
described  herein  for  the  initial  members.  The  task  force  shall  elect  a  chair  from  among  its 
appointive  members.  The  term  of  office  as  chair  shall  be  one  year.  Members  of  the  task 
force  shall  serve  without  compensation. 

(c)  The  task  force  shall  advise  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  provide  information  to 
other  City  departments  on  appropriate  ways  in  which  to  implement  this  Chapter.  The  task 
force  shall  develop  appropriate  goals  to  ensure  practical  and  timely  implementation  of  this 
Chapter.  The  task  force  shall  propose  to  the  Board  pf  Supervisors  amendments  to  this 
Chapter.  The  task  force  shall  report  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  at  least  once  annually  on 
any  practical  or  policy  problems  encountered  in  the  "administration  of  this  Chapter. 

Section  58.  Chapter  67  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  is  hereby 
amended,  by  amending  Section  67.31  thereof,  to  read  as  follows:  # 
SEC.  67.31.  RESPONSIBILITY  FOR  ADMINISTRATION. 
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The  MgyOf  ((Chief  Administrative  Officer))  shall  administer  and  coordinate  the 
implementation  of  the  provisions  of  this  Chapter  for  departments  under  his  or  her  control. 
The  Mayor  shall  administer  and  coordinate  the  implementation  of  the  provisions  of  this 
Chapter  for  departments  under  the  control  of  board  and  commissions  appointed  by  the 
Mayor.  Elected  officers  shall  administer  and  coordinate  the  implementation  of  the 
provisions  of  this  Chapter  for  departments  under  their  respective  control.  The  Mayor 
((Chief  Administrative  Officer))  shall  administer  the  Task  Force  On  The  Implementatidn  Of 
The  San  Francisco  Sunshine  Ordinance.
